Synopsis of GIANNI SCHICCHI 


The year is 1299, and the scene is laid in the bedroom of Buoso Donati. a well-to- 
do Florentine who has just died. Hia avaricious relatives hâve gathered suppos- 
edly to mourn his passing, but actually they are ail eager to find his will so that 
they may learn what part of his estate is theirs. They ransack the h ou se; and 
finally young Rinuccio, Buoso’s nephew.finds the will hidden in acupboard. Much 
to their chagrin, the relatives find that Buoso has left everything to the church- 

Rinuccio is in love with Lauretta, the daughter of Gianni Schicchi, a man well 
known for his crafty dealings. Rinuccio secretly sends for Schicchi and then openly 
suggests that Schicchi be called in to help. The relatives neither like nor trust 
Schicchi; but when he arrives with his daughter, they allow hira to enter, hoping 
that he can devise a solution for their problem. Schicchi soon grasps the situation, 
sends his naive young daughter out onto the terrace, and begins to unfold his plan 
when suddenly Buoso's physician appears at the door. Schicchi hides behind the 
bed and imitâtes the nasal voice of old Buoso, telling the doctor that he is feeling 
better; and the doctor, pleased at the vigor of his patient’s voice, soon leaves. 
Then Schicchi reveals his plan—a lawyer and witnesses will be summoned, and 
Schicchiwill be in bed dressed in Buoso's nightclothesand will dictâtes new will. 
He «ans the relatives about a Florentine law which demands the severing of the 
right h and and exile for anyone who has a part in falsifying a will; and thus the 
relatives' lips are sealed. 

The lawyei arrives and Schicchi dictâtes the new will, giving trifling bequests to 
each of the relatives. Everyone eagerlywaits for the œost valuable items-Buoso’s 
mule, his villa, and his sawmills. The impersonator finally wills each of these 
prized possessions to *. . . my devoted friend, Gianni Schicchi." 

When the lawyer and witnesses départ, the enraged relatives rush at Schicchi; but 
he drives tbem ou! of the house with a nigjtt stick as they desperately seize any- 
thing of value within their grasp. Meanwhile, Rinuccio has found Lauretta on the 
terrace. When Schicchi returns to the room, he finds the lovers together, and, 
pointing to them, he asks the audience. "Could y ou find a better use for Buoso’s 
money?"
